The weather continues to be be- 
low normal temperatures and above 
normal precipitation was exper- 
ienced during the week of August 
22nd to August 28th. 

On August 22nd gq storm of ma- 
jor proportions developed in the 
foothills west of Sundre and moved 
in qa south, south-east direction. 
Large amounts of hai] fell in its 
path, causing wide-spread destruc- 
tion to crops. North-west of Cal- 
gary the storm split, one arm mov- 
ing through Bowness and south- 
east through Shepard, The other 
portion of the storm moved eas*, 
south-east, north of Calgary in the 
direction of Delacour. North-east 
of Calgary some small areas re- 
ceived considerable damage. Prac- 
tically all damage caused by the 
Bowness-Shepard swath of hail was 
outside the suppression area. 

On the 24th of August a small 
storm caused considerable damage 
age to ripe crops, north and west 
of the Calgary airport. 

A storm of tremendous intensity 
developed on August 26th in the 
Clearwater Valley and moved 
south-east during the afternoon. 
Reports of egg size hai] were re- 
ceived from west of Caroline at 
3:15 p.m. This storm moved into 
the north-east corner of the sup- 
pression area and passed out of 
the area in the Beiseker district. 
100% losses were sustained over 
varying widths of the storm path.

A CAUTION TO PARENTS 
Those polythlene bags which pre- 
serve your food, keep dry cleaning 
and laundry dustproof and serve 
many useful purposes in the home, 
should never be left near children. 


As with so many products of re- 
cent scientific progress thin plastic 
should be treated with wisdom and 
caution. Just as electrical fixtures. 
refrigerators, patent medicines and 
cleaning fluids, whiten have been 
such q boon to comfort and health 
in recent years, have become nor- 
mal, useful part of every house- 
hold, so will plastic - if the same 
reasonable precautions are taken to 
ensure the safety of children. 

Remember, none of these scien- 
tific discoveries are menaces in 
themselves. It is only through 
carelessness or lack of information 
on the part of the parents that 
they become dangerous. 

No plastic material ever attacked 
a child. Instances of suffocation 
by plastic in every case have been 
due to misuse by adult. In some 
instances, mothers have re-used 
plastic material originally intended 
to protect dry-cleaned clothing, as 
crib-mattress or pillow coverings. 
In others, plastic bags were act- 
ually given to children as play- 
things, or left around the home 
where they could obtain them. 
HERE ARE THE FACTS — 

Danger to children lies in the 
fact that this material is complet- 
ely air-tight. If placed in an in- 
fant's crib, the thin fabric may be 
attracted to the baby’s face by 
static electricity, and cling there, 
cutting off air intake and causing 
suffocation. 

So far in Canada 10 deaths due 
to suffocation attributed to plastic 
have occurred in 1959 -- a small 
figure, true, especially when com- 
pared with the countless thousands 
of child deaths due to auto acci- 
dents, drowning electrical mishaps 
and poisonings, and even smother- 
ing by soft bedding. particularly 
pillows. However, it does indicate 
that an additional hazard has join- 
ed the ranks — one which will 
bear watching in equal measure, 
Simple Solution — Common Sense 

Here are some basic, common- 
sense rules for safe use of plastic 
in your home: 

1. Thin limp plastic film such as 
that used by dry cleaners to pro- 
tect garments and blankets should 
never be used as a makeshift cover 
for crib mattresses or pillows, Spec- 
jal covers of heavy guage plastic 
are designed for this purpose and 
available at most stores. 

2. Keep thin plastic bags away

Shipping fever (hemorrhagic sep- 
ticemia) is a serious disease occur- 
ing mainly in fall and early winter 
months. It is associated mainly 
with feeder cattle and the trans- 


portation of some, but cattle do 
not need to be shipped to develop 
this disease. 

Shipping fever is caused prim- 
arily by predisposing factors which 
lower the animal's resistance. 
These factors are rough handling 
in round-up and = shipping, wet 
yards and corrals, lack of bedding. 
change or lack of feed, overcrow- 
ding and sudden weather changes, 
snow, rain and coldness. In gen- 
eral the change from pasture with 
cows to corrals accompanied by 
changes is a shock to 
and naturally lowers their 


Symptoms of the disease are sud- 
den lastings 2 to 8 days, first signs 
are high temperature, loss of ap- 
petite, shivering, discharge at nose, 
stiffness and sometimes diarrhoea. 
The animal develops qa gaunt ape 
pearance accompanied by distressed 
breathing often in few days pneu- 
monia and death. The disease may 
assume a chronic course and ani- 
mals linger on, or in mild cases 
recover in 10 to 14 days. 

Control and prevention is im- 
portant if heavy losses are to be 
avoided, the key to reducing loss 
is careful planned management in 
handling feeder cattle on the farm 
or during shipping, eliminate or 
lessen all predisposing factors as 
far as possible. 

Bacterins and anti-serums can 
be used and will give a lot of pro- 
tection, bacterins are injected about 
14 days before shipment causing 
the animal to build up resistance, 
anti-serum gives jmmediate increase 
in resistance but this lasts only for 
2 to 3 weeks. 

Infected animals can be treated 
with sulfa drugs and various anti- 
biotics, should any outbreak occur

DEAR HOMEMAKERS, 

Let's face it... To busy mothers 
all over the country, September 
brings the same old problem: What 
to put in the children's lunch boxes. 

Might as well accept it cheer- 
fully and organize your work ac- 
cordingly. First of all, ask for 
ideas from the ones that are going 
to eat the lunches, If you pack 
what they like as well as what you 
know they should have, you can be 
pretty sure that they'll eat it, 

For convenience, keep all the 
lunch making supplies and equip- 
ment on or near the table or coun- 
ter space where you work. In ad- 
dition to the utensils you will need 
wrapping paper or plastic contain- 
ers with covers or small jars with 
tight fitting lids 

Children appreciate variety and 
color in foods just as much as 
grown-ups. Vary the fillings each | 
day to keep them from becoming 
tiresome. 

Vary the sandwich breads too, 
using rye, whole wheat, graham, 
raisin, nut and fruit breads. 

Include milk + either cold in a 
vacuum bottle or hot in cocoa or 
in soups made with milk. Custards. 
milk puddings, and cheese sand- 
wiches are easy ways of including 
extra milk in children’s lunches. 

Crisp vegetables, carrot sticks, 
celery stalks, cucumber wedges, and 
tomatoes go well with sandwiches. 
Fresh fruits are also very good 
choices, 

Include something sweet and sat- 
isfying in every lunch box. Cookies, 
cup-cakes or squares of cake carry 
well and add a special fill-up. 

For a good lunch to remain good 
it must be neatly and attractively 
packed, Be sure to put heavy foods 
in containers at the botttom of the 
lunch boxes. Then add sandwiches, 
cookies and other lighter foods. 
Line the lunch box with a gayly 
colored napkin to brighten the ap- 

pearance of the lunch box. An at- 
tractive lunch looks more inviting 
and will be more readily eaten by 
the children. 

Every lunch-carrier likes a sure 
prise; some reminder that his lunch 
was packed with loving care. Mix- 
ed, dried fruits, nut meats, popcorn,
